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Handicapped  facilities  to  aid  students

Handicapped  students  at  Copiah-Lin- 
coln Community  College's  Wesson  cam- 
pus have  greater  accessibility  to  facili- 
ties with  the  installation  of  elevators  and 
ramps  to  certain  campus  buildings. 

The  key-operated  elevators  enable 
approximately  twelve  students  to  reach 
second  and  third  floor  classrooms  of 
Smith  Hall  and  second  floor  classrooms 
of  the  Fortenberry  Building. 

Also,  a  new  rampwas  addedto  Mullen 
Gymnasium,  and  ramps  around  Smith 
Hall  have  been  reworked. 

According  to  Co-Lin  President  Dr. 
Billy  B.  Thames,  "The  whole  campus  is 
now  handicap  accessible  where  neces- 
sary for  students  to  get  an  education." 

In  the  past,  classes  with  handicapped 
students  have  been  scheduled  on  the 
first  floors  of  the  classroom  buildings, 


but  now  these  classes  are  being  taught 
in  their  regular  rooms  due  to  the  new 
elevators  and  ramps. 

Accessibility  for  all  students  into  the 
entire  campus  will  also  be  made  simpler 
with  the  near-completed  construction  of 
an  access  road  extending  from  Highway 
51  across  the  railroad  track. 

Plans  for  the  road  were  begun  in 
1985,  and  according  to  Dr.  Thames,  the 
$1,164,420.06  bid  on  the  road  was 
awarded  to  Key  Construction  in  Jack- 
son. 

The  completion  date  for  the  nine 
month  contract  is  around  June  1 8, 1 991 . 

Concerning  renovation  projects,  plans 
are  underway  for  improvements  to  Rea 
Auditorium. 

Dr.  Thames  said,  "We  want  to  make 
this  a  nice,  comfortable  facility  for  use 


not  only  by  the  college,  but  for  use  by  the 
surrounding  communities  as  well." 

He  added,  "It's  the  largest  auditorium 
in  Copiah  and  Lincoln  Counties  -  maybe 
in  the  whole  Co-Lin  district." 

Phase  I  renovation  includes  roofing 
and  painting  of  the  entire  building,  wa- 
terproofing of  walls,  air-conditioning,  and 
a  water  drainage  system. 

Phase  II  renovation  will  include  new 
lighting,  carpeting,  painting  of  the  inside, 
and  a  new  ceiling  if  funds  are  available. 

Funding  for  Phase  I  was  appropriated 
in  the  1989  session  of  the  legislature, 
and  Steve  Cox  of  Watkins  and  Cox  in 
McComb  is  the  architect. 

Other  planned  renovation  projects 
included  work  on  the  old  auto  mechan- 
ics shop  and  the  Fortenberry  Building. 


Tuition  fees  to  increase

Tuition  fees  forthe  1 991  fall  semester 
have  been  raised  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  "simply  because  the 
legislature  failed  to  appropriate  suffi- 
cient funds  for  the  two-year  colleges," 
College  President  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames 
said  recently. 

"We  had  to  find  a  way  to  offset  the  loss 
in  state  funds,  and  we're  fast  reaching  a 
point  where  we're  pricing  our  kids  out  of 
school,"  Dr.  Thames  said.

semester  will  pay  a  $400  registration 
fee,  a  $50  increase  over  the  current 
year's  figure  of  $350. 

The  college  has  also  added  a  $25 
activity  fee  not  included  previously. 

Concerning  the  new  fee,  College 
Business  Manager  Jim  Kyzar  said,  "We 
had  been  including  the  cost  of  student 
admission  to  certain  campus  events  in 
the  registration  fee,  plus  yearbook  and 
newspaper  costs,  laboratory  fees,  and 
athletic  event  admission." 

Also,  dormitory  fees  for  Ellzey, 
Stevens,  Copiah,  and  Lincoln  halls  have 
been  raised  from  $300  to  $340  per  se- 
mester, while  the  cost  of  living  in  Stevens' 
Annex,  Franklin,  and  Simpson  dorms 
increased  from  $340  to  $370. 

Dr.  Thames  said,  "It's  the  students 
from  middle  income  families  that  get 
hurt.  Those  with  financial  aid  and  those 
who  have  money  will  make  it  fine,  but  the 
middle-of-the-road  parents  will  have  to 
dig  a  little  deeper  to  furnish  their  children 
with  a  college  education." 

Co-Lin  will  lose  an  additional  $157,398 
in  state  funds  forthe  1 991  -92  fiscal  year. 
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"This  does  not  include  the  $171,563 
that  the  Governor  slashed  from  our  bud- 
get in  January  and  February  due  to 
revenue  shortfalls,"  Dr.  Thames  ex- 
plained. 

The  $1 71 ,563  cut  includes  a  $1 9,91 6 
decrease  in  vocational-technical  revenue 
prior  to  January  1991.  On  Jan.  15,  the 
state  took  $43,326  before  again  cutting 
$108,321  on  Feb.  1. 

Kyzar  said  the  new  student  fees  will 
generate  approximately  $21 5,000 forthe 
upcoming  year.  However,  with  Co-Lin's 
cuts  totaling  $328,961 ,  the  college  still 
has  to  make  up  the  $1 1 3,961  difference 
in  revenue. 

Dr.  Thomas  said  the  college  will  re- 
quest a  funding  increase  from  the  seven 
supporting  counties. 

Dr.  Thames  is  quick  to  point  out, 
though  that  even  with  the  state  cuts,  Co- 
Lin  will  continue  to  provide  students  a 
quality  education  at  a  minimal  cost. 

"Our  students  will  still  be  able  to  at- 
tend Co-Lin  for  the  first  two  years  of 
college  for  much  less  than  they  could 
attend  at  a  state  university,"  he  said.

Allen  remembered  as 
supporter  of  Institution 


Former  Co-Lin  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 
inductee  W.C.  "Pop"  Allen  of  Jackson 
died  April  10  at  age  67  after  fighting  a 
battle  with  liver  cancer. 

A  longtime  supporterof  Co-Lin  and  its 
athletic  program,  Allen  played  football  at 
the  college  in  the  late  1940's  after  com- 
pleting high  school  at  Brookhaven.  He 
then  went  on  to  Delta  State  University 
where  he  became  a  vital  part  of  the 
Statesmen  football  team.  Allen  also  is  a 
graduate  of  Mississippi  College. 

Known  for  his  involvement  in  public 
education,  Allen  spent  38  years  with  the 
Jackson  Public  School  system.  He  be- 
gan there  as  a  football  coach  at  Central 
High  School  in  1955  before  becoming 
athletic  director  for  the  entire  system. 
Allen  retired  in  1986. 

National  recognition  came  to  Allen  in 
1981  when  he  was  named  Athletic  Di- 
rector of  the  Year. 

He  was  a  member  of  Alta  Woods 
Baptist  church  and  was  a  veteran  of 
World  War  II  having  served  in  the  Army. 


Captured  at  the  Battle  of  the  Bulge,  Allen 
was  a  prisoner  of  war  until  it  ended. 

Survivors  include  his  wife,  Donis 
Weeks  Allen;  sons,  William  Curtis  Allen, 
Jr.  of  Hattiesburg,  Henry  Allen  of  Clinton, 
Larry  Allen  of  Clinton;  daughter,  Patsy 
Gladney  of  Jackson;  a  sister,  Eva  Walley 
of  Brookhaven;  and  six  grandchildren. 

Co-Lin  President  Dr.  Billy  Thames 
said  of  Allen,  "'Pop'  touched  many 
people's  lives,  and  he  had  a  special

Literary  Hall  of  Fame  recipient 


Hodges  remembers  'early'  years 


Wesson  native,  the  Rev.  Graham  R. 
Hodges  of  Liverpool,  New  York,  is  the 
1991  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  recipient  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College. 

Born  and  reared  in  Wesson,  Hodges 
is  a  1933  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Agricultural  High  School  and  a  1935 
graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  with  an  as- 
sociate of  arts  degree.  He  received  a 
bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  1 937  from  the 
University  of  Mississippi  and  a  bachelor 
of  divinity  from  Yale  University  Divinity 
School  in  1940. 

The  Rev.  Hodges  served  in  various 
church  related  areas  before  entering  the 
ministry.  He  was  pastor  of  Ticonderoga 
and  Crown  Point  Congregational 
Churches  (United  Church  of  Christ)  from 
1949-1956  and  of  Emmanuel  Church  in 
Watertown,  New  York,  from  1956  to 
1979. 

His  selection  is  based  upon  his 
authoring  seven  published  religious 
books  of  children  by  Abingdon  Press,  a 
Methodist  publishing  house  in  Nash- 
ville. 

His  latest  book,  available  in  paper- 
back, is  a  collection  of  52  children's 
sermons  titled,  "Did  Jesus  Go  to 
Church?" 

Additionally,  he  has  published  hun- 
dreds of  articles  in  religious  and  secular 
press.  He  has  worked  in  every  area  of 
church  life  and  various  levels  of  local, 
associations,  and  state  conference;  as 
chairman  of  committees ;  chaplains;  dean 
of  youth  conferences;  moderator  of  the 
New  York  Conference,  United  Church  of 
Christ,  in  1971;  and  he  preached  the 
Conference  Communion  Sunday  Ser- 
mon in  1979.  He  further  has  shared  in 
many  other  church  responsibilities. 

The  Rev.  Hodges  is  former  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  New  York 
State  Heart  Assembly  and  member  of 
the  National  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
American  Heart  Association.  He  is 
founder  and  president  of  Planned  Par- 
enthood of  Northern  New  York  and  New 
York  State  Coalition  for  Family  Plan- 
ning. He  was  voted  as  Watertown's  most 
valuable  citizen  in  1963  and  he  also 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Board  of  Community  Savings  Bank  in 
Watertown. 

He  and  his  wife,  Elsie,  R.N.,  a  gradu- 


ate of  Mt.  Holyoke  with  an  M.N.,  Yale 
University,  is  also  a  certified  New  York 
State  elementary  school  teacher  who 
taught  in  Watertown  for  15  years. 

The  Hodges,  married  49  years,  are 
parents  of  four  children  and  six  grand- 
children. 

It  was  his  mother,  the  late  Mrs.  F.  B. 
"Frances"  Hodges  of  Wesson,  who  along 
with  others,  influenced  the  establish- 
ment of  Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural  High 
School. 

After  the  closing  of  the  largest  cotton 
and  woolen  mill  in  the  world,  Mississippi 
Mills,  many  people  were  forced  to  move 
from  Wesson.  But  those  who  remained 
carried  on  the  spirit  of  progress  and 
when  the  idea  of  establishing  an  agricul- 
tural high  school  was  rumored  for  either 
Copiah  or  Lincoln  Counties,  the  young 
menformed  a  booster  club  and  the  young 
women  a  support  group.  The  groups 
went  into  every  community  within  the 
two  counties  to  promote  the  idea.  Imag- 
ine how  Mrs.  Hodges  and  her  young 
women  friends  of  Wesson  would  travel

all  over  the  two  counties  by  bouncing 
auto  or  even  more  comfortable  buggy  to 
persuade  individually  political  and  edu- 
cation officials  that  Wesson  would  be 
the  ideal  location.  Imagine  the  scene:  a 
politically  important  farmer  or  politician 
sitting  on  his  front  porch  on  a  hot  day,  or 
plowing  cotton  or  corn  when  he  sees  this 
stunning  young  woman  approaching  in 
her  ankle  length  dress,  high  buttoned 
shoes,  unswept  long  hair,  and  a  hat  too 
feet  across.  Mrs.  Hodges  was  just  25  at 
the  time. 

Paul  Burts,  a  traveling  salesman,  in 
addition  to  his  goods,  tried  to  sell  the 
idea  of  locating  this  school  in  Wesson. 
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Among  others  who  worked  untirely  were 
R.  E.  Rea,  Dr.  W.  L.  Little,  Virgil 
Youngblood,  and  R.  L.  Landis. 

It  was  on  the  lawn  of  Mrs.  Hodges, 
president  of  the  Woman's  club,  that  a 
dinner  on  the  ground  was  held  and  ev- 
eryone in  a  position  attended  and  after- 
wards under  a  magnolia  tree  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  town  of  Wesson  would 
contribute  $8,000  toward  the  agricul- 
tural high  school  construction  in  Wes- 
son. This  was  in  early  1915,  the  year  the 
school  opened  that  fall.  And  just  13 
years  later,  1928,  the  college  was  born. 

The  Rev.  Hodges  recalls  many  memo- 
ries of  the  early  years  of  his  education, 
growing  up  in  Wesson  and  attending 
school  and  college  locally.  He  writes 
'The  dormitory  girls  had  to  stay  within 
the  wire  fence  gate  in  front  of  the  dorm 
until  the  signal  to  go  to  class  at  7:55  a.m. 
Then  they  started  marching  toward  the 
administration  or  arts  buildings,  heads 
high,  two  abreast.  What  a  parade  of 
feminine  pulchritude!  Fully  conscious  of 
gawking  gazes  by  boys  despite  warn- 
ings by  teachers.  Certain  girls  seamed 
to  be  always  at  the  head  of  the  column. 

"Classes  began  and  ended  with  the 
usual  school  bell  sounding  like  a  tele- 
phone. A  warning  bell  five  minutes  be- 
fore the  ending  bell,  then  five  minutes 
were  given  to  reach  the  next  class  which 
began  with  the  next  bell. 

"One  afternoon  a  week  after  classes 
all  girls  who  wished  would  march  to 
downtown  Wesson,  two  abreast  if  the 
sidewalk  allowed,  interspersed  by  watch- 
ful teachers.  They  would  buy  this  and 
that,  frequently  a  heaping  5  cent  ice 
cream  cone  from  Price's  Drugstore. 

"As  a  non-boarding  town  student  I 
envied  the  dormitory  boys,  as  their  being 
away  from  home  seemed  to  make  them 
more  grown  up.  Town  boys  were  given  a 
hanging-out  basement  room  at  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  boys  dorm  in  which  to 
eat  lunch,  play  around,  arm  wrestle,  etc. 
As  I  recall,  during  class  times  not  taken 
by  actual  classes  we  were  supposed  to 
be  in  the  study  hall  under  the  watchful 
eye  of  Mrs.  Evelyn  Oswalt,  who  ruled  in 
a  firm  but  benign  way. 

"Cost  to  day  students,  which  I  was, 
was  $25  to  $30  a  year,  counting  all  fees. 
Nobody  had  any  money.  Fifty  cents  in 


the  pocket  gave  one  a  feeling  of  financial 
security,  if  there  was  that  much. 

"Most  town  students  walked,  but  a 
tiny  handful  had  cars.  A  two-car  family 
then  did  not  exist  in  Wesson  or  in  many 
other  places.  Administrators,  knowing 
human  nature,  did  not  allow  the  dormi- 
tory students  to  use  cars,  except  to  go 
home  in." 

"Dormitory  students  went  home  just 
one  weekend  a  month.  The  other  Sun- 
days many  attended  one  of  the  three 
Wesson  churches,  providing  a  badly- 
needed  mass  presence  in  Sunday 
School,  church,  and  choir.  As  a  Method- 
ist herself,  Mrs.  Maggie  Flowers  Ewing 
directed  our  choir.  We  were  lucky.  Foot- 
ball players  paid  for  that  job  drove  stu- 
dents to  church  in  the  school  bus." 

"Some  boarding  students'  families, 
not  having  enough  cash,  would  help  pay 
children's  expenses  in  pork,  beef,  or 
garden  produce.  Miss  Fannie  Callendar, 
the  able  school  dietitian,  would  melt  such 
food  into  the  other  bought  stuff.  Grits 
figured  heavily  in  Co-Lin  meals  back 
then  and  many  students  gained  weight. 
Perhaps  not  having  the  usual  heavy 
farm  work  helped  the  grits  also. 

'The  state  law,  however,  required  that 
all  male  students  put  in  one  day  a  month 
in  'practical  agriculture.'  Each  day  at  8 
a.m.  a  different  crew  reported  to  the 
dairy  barn,  located  by  the  tennis  courts. 
Very  often  the  lesson  learned  was  haul- 
ing manure  from  the  barn  (a  skill  already 
known  to  most  of  us  since  childhood)  to 
the  school's  extensive  fields,  pulled  by 
two  large  mules.  Coach  Hook  Stone  did 
not  believe  in  small  mules.  All  such  prac- 
tical lessons  in  farming  were  supervised 
by  the  patient,  long-suffering  "Captain" 
Noah  Wallace  of  Wesson,  who  daily 
endured  an  incredible  amount  of  horse 
play,  crude  jokes  and  similar  activities 
little  related  to  learning  scientific  meth- 
ods of  farming.  I  think  Co-Lin  got  so 
many  dollars  from  the  state  per  student 
for  each  work  day. 

"Right  behind  the  girls'  dorm  was  a 
two-acre  pasture  which  nobody  ventured 
into.  In  it  grazed  'Jolly',  the  registered 
Jersey  bull  who  befriended  the  school's 
Jersey  herd  as  well  as  cows  brought  in 
free  from  the  surrounding  area.  That 
upgraded  people's  herds  that  way.  In 
those  days  nearly  all  dairy  cows  in  the 
area  were  grade  Jerseys,  not  registered. 
People  would  go  for  miles  to  see  an 
actual  registered  cow.  Anyway,  when 
this  faithful  beast,  Jolly,  was  finally  con- 
verted into  steaks  and  hamburgers,  gen- 
eral sadness  prevailed.  Like  eating  an 


old  friend,  some  studentswouldn't,  pour- 
ing molasses  on  Jolly's  remains  to  pre- 
vent his  coming  back  next  meal  as  hash. 

"Bed  time  at  ten  was  announced  by  a 
band  member,  paid  forthe  purpose,  with 
laps'  in  each  dorm.  Preacher  Page  was 
an  excellent  trumpet  player.  Lying  in  bed 
just  a  few  blocks  away,  I  could  hear  the 
trumpet  plainly. 

"I  enjoyed  band,  directed  by  the  long 
suffering  and  kindly  by  Mr.  Flowers.  As  I 
could  not  read  music,  I  tried  to  imitate  on 
my  alto  horn  the  sound  I  thought  was 
coming  from  my  neighbor's  horn.  But  I 
filled  a  uniform  and  helped  beef  up  the 
band  as  we  marched  up  and  down  the 
streets  of  tiny  places  in  southwest  Mis- 
sissippi, impressing  little  kids  that  Co- 
Lin  was  a  great  place  to  attend. 

"As  a  Co-Lin  athlete,  I  was  worse  than 
a  fizzle.  Though  strong  and  wiry,  I  was 
not  well  coordinated,  mostly  arms  and 
legs.  I  lasted  one  painful  week  at  foot- 
ball. I  set  the  all  time  low  mark  in  the 
Mississippi  JuniorCollege  track  and  field 
in  the  high  jump. 

"Every  Saturday  night  the  boys  could 
date  the  girls  in  the  lobby  of  the  girls 
dorm.  No  dim  lights.  Several  teachers 
sat  around.  For  years  both  boys  and  girls 
ate  in  the  dining  room  located  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  girls'  dorm.  In  1 928  the  com- 
bination gymnasium/dining  room  was 
built. 

"For  two  years  I  personally  ran  a  very 
profitable  bookstore,  buying  books  from 
students  in  May  when  they  needed 
money  more  than  their  old  books  and 
selling  in  a  seller's  market  in  September. 
I  did  so  well  the  President  Jimmy  Ewing 
decided  the  school  should  have  its  own 
bookstore,  prohibiting  such  free  enter- 
prisers like  me  from  operating  on  cam- 
pus. I  ran  my  store  on  a  card  table  in  front 
of  the  administration  building. 

"Being  on  the  debate  team  was  a 
valuable  experience  for  me,  debating 
other  junior  college  teams  on  such  sub- 
jects as  'Should  America  Recognize  Red 
Russia.'  Debate  practice  was  held  in  the 
T  Hut. 

"My  three  brothers,  F.B.,  Jimmy,  Luke 
and  I,  all  milked  cows  at  various  stages 
of  the  family  and  took  it  to  the  Wesson 
Creamery  each  morning  before  school. 
We  got  8  cents  a  gallon  during  the  de- 
pression. 

"For  many  years  the  main  Chicago- 
New  Orleans-Wesson-to-Brookhaven 
gravel  highway  was  the  road  which  ran 
through  campus  in  front  of  the  girls' 
dorm.  Traffic  was  mostly  farm  wagons,  a 
few  buggies,  and  even  fewer  cars  and 
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farm  trucks,  mostly  chugging  Model-T's 
humping  along  at  25  MPH. 

"Back  then  people  picked  up  hitch- 
hikers, especially  students.  Friday  after- 
noons would  see  up  to  50  boys  on  either 
side  of  the  highway,  all  eventually  get- 
ting rides.  Unthinkable  for  girls,  of  course. 
This  was  in  the  1930's  after  the  new 
gravel  road  along  the  railroad  was  built. 

"My  four  years  at  Co-Lin,  two  in  high 
school  and  two  in  college,  were  among 
the  happiest  and  most  profitable  of  my 
life.  I  can  still  sing  my  memory  some  of 
the  songs  we  learned :  'Junior  Class  keep 
steady,  see  that  you  are  always 
ready,'.. ..'There's  a  team  down  in  Wes- 
son town  where  happy  faces  beams' 

etc. 

"Mrs.  Jimmy  'Maggie'  Ewing  acted  as 
pianist/cheerleader  at  school  assemblies 
and  whipped  us  into  the  proper  frenzy 
before  games  with  such  rivals  as 
Raymond,  Goodman,  and  other  junior 
colleges.  We  sat  in  assigned  seats,  boys 
on  the  east  side  and  girls  on  the  west. 
Mrs.  Ewing  played  the  piano,  with  great 
force,  skill  and  many,  many  thrills,  which 
I  liked. 

"All  of  us  got  a  good,  basic  education, 
if  we  studied,  which  is  true  of  even  the 
greatest  universities.  I  am  truly  grateful 
for  all  those  back  then  who  made  Co-Lin 
what  it  was  and  for  their  successors  who 
today  are  providing  an  education  to  chil- 
dren 60  years  later. 

"Looking  back,  we  had  an  extremely 
well-trained  and  dedicated  staff  of  teach- 
ers. I  am  sorry  I  cannot  remember  all,  but 
those  who  come  to  mind:  Willie  Smith, 
biology;  Miss  Virginia  Felder,  math  and 
debating  coach;  Miss  Mamie  Penn, 
French;  Miss  Sample,  freshman  English; 
Miss  Ruth  Gardner,  later  Mrs.  Ken 
Patterson  of  Wesson,  sophomore  En- 
glish; Hook  Stone,  agriculture  and  coach 
of  football,  baseball,  basketball,  and  di- 
rector of  the  school's  herd  and  farm  (his 
classes  were  a  lot  of  fun) ;  'Deacon'  W.  D. 
Horton,  political  science  and  track  coach; 
Miss  Mary  Thompson,  business  and  typ- 
ing (taught  me  typing  in  1931-32);  Mr. 
Johnson,  chemistry;  Mr.  Pierce,  sociol- 
ogy; Miss  Pepper,  psychology;  the  two 
Miss  Stevens',  Lula  and  Katie  Lois;  Mrs. 
Maggie  Ewing,  voice  and  music.  Most 
got  their  master's  degrees  from  presti- 
gious universities  such  as  Northwestern 
and  Columbia  in  summer  sessions. 

"In  that  day  of  large  families,  including 
siblings  and  cousins,  the  same  last  name 
might  continue  in  the  Co-Lin  pipeline  for 
several  decades,  they  reappear  as  chil- 
dren and  grandchildren  came." 
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Famous  Natchez  residents  and  visi- 
tors then  and  now  --  including  Ellen 
Douglas  (pen  name  of  Josephine  Ayres 
Haxton),  Alice  Walworth  Graham, 
Eudora  Welty,  Richard  Wright,  William 
Johnson,  Henry  Clay,  Varina  Howell 
Davis  and  many  others  --will  be  subjects 
of  free  lectures  by  internationally  known 
experts  May  29  through  June  1  at  the 
second  annual  Natchez  Literary  Cel- 
ebration. 

The  cultural  event  is  called  "From 
Provincial  Outpost  to  National  Treasure: 
Natchez  Celebrates  Its  275th  Anniver-

"One  of  the  sessions  attracting  much 
attention  is  that  involving  the  Haxton 
family  on  June  1 ,"  said  Carolyn  Vance 
Smith  of  Copiah-Lincoln,  co-chairman 
of  the  celebration  with  Becky  Junkin 
Nevill  of  Copiah-Lincoln  and  Stuart  John- 
son, superintendent  of  the  Natchez  Na- 
tional Historical  Park. 

'The  Haxtons  are  incredibly  talented 
people,  and  all  five  have  written  about 
Natchez,  either  in  fiction,  poetry  or  mu- 
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sic. 

"Of  course,  students  of  literature  know 
Ellen  Douglas'  works,  such  as  'Black 
Cloud,  White  Cloud'  and  'A  Family's 
Affairs,'  both  of  which  are  set  in  Natchez," 
Smith  said. 

"She  says  not  just  those  books  but 
everything  she  has  ever  written  has  been 
inspired  in  some  way  by  Natchez." 

Natchez  has  also  served  as  inspira- 
tion for  the  work  of  Douglas'  three  sons, 
they  say. 

These  men  are  Brooks  Haxton,  prize- 
winning  poet  who  is  on  the  faculty  at 
Sarah  Lawrence  College  in  New  York; 
Richard  Haxton,  musician  and  actor  in 
Los  Angeles;  and  Ayres  Haxton,  essay- 
ist, who  is  one  of  Natchez's  representa- 
tives to  the  Mississippi  Legislature. 

Kenneth  Haxton  of  Greenville,  father 
of  three  talented  sons,  is  also  a  writer 
whose  symphonic  pieces  are  set  in 
Natchez. 

"As  a  special  gift  to  the  literary  cel- 
ebration, Kenneth  Haxton  has  contrib- 
uted a  Natchez-related  crossword 
puzzle,"  Smith  said.  "He  regularly  writes 
crossword  puzzles  for  The  New  York 
Times,  and  he  tells  me  that  the  Natchez

in  1905. 

Author  of  eight  novels,  all  of  which 
have  been  published  by  Doubleday  & 
Company  or  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.  of  New 
York,  Graham  will  discuss  and  read  from 
"Indigo  Bend,"  set  in  Natchez  in  the  late 
1800s  and  "Natchez  Woman," 
set  in  Natchez  in  the  1930s.

Black  will  precede  Graham  in 
a  session  on  romance  novels  set 
in  Natchez,  commenting  on  nu- 
merous best-selling  novelists 
who  used  Natchez  as  the  setting 
fortheirwork  in  the  1 9th  and  20th 
centuries.

Another  lecture  attracting  attention  is 
one  about  Richard  Wright,  who  was  born 
near  Natchez  in  1908  and  spent  part  of 
his  early  childhood  in  Natchez  at  the 
home  of  his  grandparents  on  Woodlawn 
Street. 

Dr.  Michel  Fabre  of  The  Sorbonne  in 
Paris,  France,  authorof  numerous  books 
and  articles  about  Wright,  will  discuss 
Natchez's  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  author 
in  a  lecture  June  1  called  "Richard  Wright 
and  Natchez:  An  Enduring  Connection." 

A  memorial  monument  honoring 
Wright  was  erected  on  the  Natchez  Bluffs 
during  the  first  Natchez  Literary  Cel- 
ebration in  June  1990. 

Another  lecture  will  focus  on  Willian 
Johnson  and  other  early  19th-century 
free  men  of  color.  This  lecture,  by  Dr. 
John  Blassingame,  Director  of  Afro- 
American  Studies  at  Yale  University,  is 
called  "Free  Men  of  Color  in  the  south 
Before  1861." 

Johnson,  a  wealthy  barber  and  land- 
owner in  Natchez  who  died  in  1 851 ,  kept 
a  diary  for  1 6  years.  This  diary  resulted 
in  a  biography  called  'The  Barber  of 
Natchez"  and  the  new  play,  "A  Gentle- 
man of  Color:  William  Johnson  and  His 
Natchez." 

Other  lecturers  will  discuss  Varina 
Howell  of  Natchez,  who  married  the 
Confederacy's  only  president,  Jefferson 
Davis,  at  The  Briars  in  1845;  Eudora 
Welty,  who  set  several  works  of  fiction  in 
Natchez;  Henry  Clay,  frequent  visitor  to 
Natchez  in  the  1800s;  and  numerous 
other  individuals  and  groups.

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New  IHL  admissions  standards  get  mixed  review; 
Co-Lin  open  admissions  policy  remains  unchanged

The  recent  news  of  the  College 
Board's  increased  admissions  require- 
ments received  mixed  reactions  from 
educators  as  well  as  the  general  public. 
Some  thoughtthe  stricter  standards  were 
long  overdue ;  others  wondered  how  stu- 
dents in  of  our  schools  could  possibly  be 
prepared  to  enter  college  under  the  new 
standards,  even  in  1991.  Then  there 
were  those  who  cautiously  asked,  "what 
impact  will  this  change  have  on  higher 
education,  and  in  particular,  community 
college  admissions  policies?"  In  addi- 
tion, another  question  has  been  raised, 
"what  impact  will  the  change  have  on 
high  school  graduation  requirements, 
and  will  it  mean  better  preparation  for 
college?" 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many 
questions  and  concerns  which  have  been 
voiced  about  the  new  admissions  stan- 
dards since  they  were  adopted  by  the 
College  Board  a  few  weeks  ago.  In  look- 
ing for  answers  we  must  consider  sev- 
eral factors.  One  factor  is  the  overall 
value  of  the  particular  changes,  such  as 
an  added  emphasis  on  advanced  sci- 
ence and  mathematics,  the  inclusion  of 
a  geography  component  in  the  world 
history  requirements,  and  the  new  com- 
puter science  competency  requirement. 


There  seems  to  be  no  real  argument  as 
to  the  need  for  competencies  in  each  of 
these  areas.  The  problem  stems  on 
whether  the  high  schools  are  able  to 
offer  the  courses  to  achieve  the  ex- 
pected levels  of  competencies  and  from

the  increased  number  of  carnegie  units 
required  in  an  already  limited  schedule 
of  credits. 

The  most  controversial  of  the  new 
requirements  by  far  was  the  foreign  lan- 
guage requirement.  Many  of  our  high 
schools  cannot  currently  reach  that  stan- 
dard. However,  the  alternate  require- 
ment for  a  World  Cultures  course  and/or 
an  additional  advanced  math  or  science 
course  (which  substitutes  for  the  foreign 
language  course),  relieves  that  pres- 
sure somewhat.  Again  there's  no  ques- 
tion that  foreign  language  study  can 
enrich  students'  studies.  But  how  pre- 
pared are  the  schools  to  offer  it? 


It  must  be  noted  at  this  point  that  the 
standards  were  written  with  the  students' 
"best  interest"  in  mind.  There's  no  doubt 
that  the  rigors  of  study  required  to  reach 
the  new  admissions  level  will  better  pre- 
pare the  future  high  school  graduate  for 
the  real  world,  as  well  as  for  college. 
Also  to  be  noted  is  the  fact  that  these 
standards  will  no!  preclude  students  from 
registering  at  Co-Lin.  Students  can  en- 
ter Co-Lin  and  make  up  deficiencies  in 
those  areas  where  there  has  been  a  lack 
of  preparation.  Certainly  students'  "best 
interest"  includes  strong  encouragement 
to  take  the  courses  designed  to  pave  the 
way  for  college  work.  In  addition,  those 
students  who  graduated  before  the  new 
standards  were  in  place  and  then  come 
back  to  college  will  be  admitted  for  col- 
lege work  on  the  same  basis  as  the  past. 

In  conclusion,  the  new  standards  are 
progressive  in  nature  and  will  be  benefi- 
cial to  students  in  preparation  for  a  better 
life,  either  in  the  world  of  work  or  in 
college.  All  high  school  students  should 
be  advised  to  meet  the  standards  at  the 
time  they  enter  the  9th  grade.  Those 
students  who  do  not  follow  the  college 
track  may  still  elect  to  enter  Co-Lin  where 
deficiencies  may  be  removed  through 
specialized  study.

The  Natchez  Campus  of  Copiah-Lin- 
coln Community  College  had  its  largest 
single  semester  enrollment  ever  of  542 
students  during  the  spring  semester 
1 991 .

The  former  "Ushers  Guild",  now  reor- 
ganized and  called  "SHARE"  (Student 
Hospitality  and  Recruitment),  has  been 
very  active  with  the  hospitality  part  this 
year.
